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Business park guard 
attacked by thieves 


A SECURITY guard 
was attacked by two 
men and bundled into 
the back of his own 
van. 

The drama unfolded at the 
main gate of Lancaster Way 
business park in Ely, and 
saw the guard robbed of his 
mobile phone and security 
keys. 

After trapping the security 
guard inside his van, the thieves 
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drove into the compound before 
abandoning the vehicle outside 
one of the units. Having been left 
behind, the guard was able to 
raise the alarm but despite a 
search of the area, police were 
unable to find the men. 

The first man is described as 
white, in his 20s, around 5ft lOins, 
slim, with a bald or shaven head. 
He wore a dark coloured hooded 
top and faded jeans. 


The second man was also 
white, around 5ft lOins, slim, 
wearing a full face balaclava and 
a dark padded jacket. 

It is not yet known if anything 
else was stolen during the 
incident, which happened at 
around 1.20am on Monday. 

Detective Constable John Yore, 
who is investigating, said: “I 
would like to speak to anyone 
who was in the area of the 
business park in the early hours 
of the morning who saw any¬ 
thing suspicious. 

“Thankfully the security guard 


was not injured. If you know 
anything about this, please get in 
touch.” 

The park is located a mile from 
Ely city centre and covers 70 
acres. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council says the site is covered 
by 24-hour security, with current 
tenants including an animal feed 
business and engineers.

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‘Moment of madness’ gets woman ASBO 


A WOMAN chose Valentine’s 
Day to set fire to a rival’s car 
Kim Blinston, 45, then put a 
burnt newspaper through 
Clare Giddens’ letterbox. 

That “moment of madness” 
led to Blinston being handed 
an ASBO and a suspended 
prison sentence at Cambridge 
Crown Court last week. 

Speaking outside the court 
Blinston said: “On Valentine’s 
night I had a few drinks - about 
a third of a bottle of vodka, 
■ SUSPENDED and went round to Clare’s 
SENTENCE ... Kim house, it was about 11 o’clock. 
Brinston “I stood outside, next to her 



car, and lit a piece of news¬ 
paper, then I dropped it in the 
road. I got back in my car and 
thought, ‘what if the petrol 
tank explodes?’ I got out and 
stamped on the paper, then 
picked it up and pushed it 
through the letterbox.” 

Judge Jonathan Howarth 
told her: “I don’t think I need to 
tell you how unacceptable your 
behaviour was. For you to play 
with fire makes this a serious 
offence. You had several drinks 
and then went round to the 
victim’s home.” 

The court heard how care 


assistant Blinston, from 
Soham, had been furious that 
her estranged husband Gary, 
44, was having an affair with 
Clare Giddens, who lived in the 
same town. 

Prosecutor Charles Kellett 
said: “She picked up the paper 
and pushed it through Miss 
Giddens’ letterbox. It hit the 
draught excluder and went out 
causing minor damage.” 

At an earlier hearing, 
Blinston admitted one charge 
of attempted arson being 
reckless as to whether life was 
endangered and one charge of 


criminal damage. 

Blinston was given a nine- 
month sentence suspended for 
two years and also ordered to 
pay £200 compensation for 
damage to the car plus £200 
costs. She was also ordered not 
to contact Clare Giddens and 
was made the subject of an 
ASBO. 

Later, Gary Blinston, 44, said 
the last few months had been 
an “absolute nightmare” for 
the family. He insisted it was 
Kim who had ended the relat¬ 
ionship, despite his efforts to 
rekindle the romance. And his 


friendship with Clare only 
blossomed after he and Kim 
had separated. 

He said: “What Kim has said 
is completely untrue. She was 
not scorned, and we were 
divorced when the incident 
happened. I was actually 
working in Daventry that 
evening.” 

Clare, who is currently 
unemployed, said: “Kim has 
lied and lied and lied and lied 
to Gary and me. I was alone in 
the house when it happened. I 
was very scared - she had 
threatened to kill me.”

Mereham ‘would affect 
the region’s air quality’ 


THE new town of Mere- 
ham would cause air 
pollution, warn coun¬ 
cillors. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) 
members believe the 
development would create a 
“significant impact” on the 
area’s air quality if the plan 
went ahead. 

The planning inquiry into 
the proposed development 
is on a break until mid- 
December, but the issue 
remains a major talking 
point among the council’s 
environment and transport 
committee. 

Marcus Bell, scientific 
officer at ECDC, said: “Any 
significant development in 
the district would require 
an air quality assessment 
because of the extra pollu¬ 
tion which we know would 
come from the increase in 
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cars and the introduction of 
new homes - ie people. This 
is a now a material consid¬ 
eration under current 
national planning policy. 

“Currently we use nitro¬ 
gen dioxide monitoring 
tubes situated around the 
district to judge the level of 
toxins in the air - clearly 
this alone cannot predict 
the impact of a town yet to 
be built. 

“However, coupled with 
computer modelling, spec¬ 
ialist consultants can work 
out the impact of such a 
large-scale development, 
but case history tells us 
there would be a significant 
impact.” 

The inquiry, held in 
Haddenham, has attracted 


regular protests by resi¬ 
dents opposing the plans. 

As a petition signed by 
more than 7,000 people was 
handed in, Jim Paice, MP 
for South East Cambridge¬ 
shire, said the Government 
must “listen to the voice of 
the people” and turn down 
the plans. 

Developers Multiplex 
Stannifer wants to build 
5,100 homes on the site off 
the A10 near Stretham. 

Robin Purchas QC, 
representing Multiplex, told 
the inquiry that there is an 
“acute deficiency” of hous¬ 
ing and land in the areas 
covered by Cambridge City 
Council and South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council. 

He described Mereham as 
“fully in accordance” with 
Government requirements 
for sustainable “eco towns”. 


Yachtsman died after 
keel snapped off boat 


A SAILOR died after the 
keel snapped off a yacht 
and capsized the vessel. 

The Max Fun 35 yacht 
Hooligan V sank off the 
Devon coast at Prawle 
Point, near Salcombe. 

It was travelling to its 
home port of Southampton 
from Plymouth, where it 
had undergone refit work 
hours earlier. 

An inquest heard this 
week that owner Edward 
Broadway and three crew 
members were rescued, but 
Jamie Butcher, 27, a mem¬ 
ber of Ely Sailing Club who 
lived at Mildenhall, was 
killed in the incident on 
February 3. 

A Marine Accident 
Investigation Branch 
(MAIB) report into the 
incident - revealed earlier 
in the year - found that 
work was carried out on the 
keel by a sub-contractor 
with no marine experience 
and the design was changed 


without adequately assess¬ 
ing the stresses on it. 

The report found the 
faults were not spotted 
when the yacht was taken 
into Plymouth for repairs 
and maintenance in 
November 2006. 

Mr Broadway, who has 55 
years of sailing experience, 
said he attached no blame 
for what happened at Fast 
Tack, the Plymouth 
company which carried out 
the maintenance, although 
he did say he asked the firm 
to look at the keel bolts. 

He said the bolts were 
checked twice a year and 
before major races as they 
could become lose. He was 
planning to tighten them 
again when he returned the 
yacht to Southampton. 

Mr Broadway and his 
crew of experienced sailors, 
Graham Elliott and John 
Charnock, plus the less 
experienced William Rob¬ 
inson and Mr Butcher, coll¬ 


ected the yacht on February 
2 after the work was 
finished. 

After carrying out a 
safety check they set sail at 
11pm, but at about 3am, 
when Mr Broadway was 
below deck, the yacht 
capsized. “The boat was 
upside down,” he said. “The 
water was up to my waist. I 
collected the flare pack and 
the grab bag, which 
contains a lot of things that 
would be useful if you have 
to take to the lifeboat. 

“I don’t remember trying 
to get out, but I remember 
breaking the surface and 
gasping for breath. I made 
my way to the rear of the 
boat and found John, 
Graham and William, I 
asked what had happened to 
Jamie, but no one had seen 
him after he entered the 
water.” 

The inquest, in Plymouth, 
was adjourned.

Huge boost 
for teenage 
cancer unit 
appeal fund 


YOUNG fundraisers 
have given a huge 
boost to a £1 million 
teenage cancer unit 
appeal. 

The pupils at the King’s 
School Ely have handed 
over a cheque for a 
staggering £22,136. 

They raised the money 
by holding a string of 
wacky events throughout 
the school’s academic year. 

The fundraising bonanza 
saw rugby players have 
their legs waxed, the 
publication of a special 
Valentine’s Day newspaper 
containing love letters and 
dozens of pupils helped 
out on cake and book 
stalls. 

The money has now 
been added to the Teenage 
Cancer Trust appeal for a 
specialist teenage cancer 
unit at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital - bringing the 
total to more than £57,000. 
The fundraising by pupils, 
parents and staff at the 
private school included 
£12,558 raised on the 
school’s charity action day. 

One pupil managed to 
raise more than £2,000 by 
having his hair closely 
cropped on the stage of the 
school’s Hayward Theatre 
in front of a crowd of 
fellow pupils and teachers. 

Daniel Beesley, 16, from 
Cambridge, who underwent 
the close shave, said: “My 
hair was very thick and 
curly and I’d never worn it 


really short, so it felt 
strange. But I wanted to 
make a personal contrib¬ 
ution for the Teenage Can¬ 
cer Trust.” 

Jayne Mackay, senior 
school housemistress and 
technology teacher, said: 
“Pupils of all ages came 
up with such a variety of 
enterprising fundraising 
ideas in support of a char¬ 
ity which touched every¬ 
one’s hearts. The magnif¬ 
icent total represents the 
commitment of pupils, 
staff, parents and friends.” 

The cheque was 
presented to Helen Bear- 
field-Smith, regional cam¬ 
paign manager for the 
Teenage Cancer Trust, 
during a service in Ely 
Cathedral. It has now been 
transferred into the 
appeal’s main fund as 
money continues to flood 
in. The total now stands at 
more than £57,000. 

Ruth Crabtree, chair¬ 
woman of King’s Charity 
Action Group, who is the 
school’s head of modern 
languages, said: “Everyone 
at King’s was delighted to 
hear the news that spec¬ 
ialist facilities for teen¬ 
agers with cancer will be 
built at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital.” 

Design work on the TCT 
unit has already started 
and construction is 
scheduled to begin next 
spring. The unit could be 
open by autumn 2008.

The school, which has 900 
pupils, had an analogue- 
based CCTV system but 
found this was not 
preventing thefts.

“We find the high image 
quality ensures that we can 
positively identify 
individuals concerned and 
e-mail relevant video 
images, if required, to the 
authorities.”

Court orders thug to 
pay his victim &150 


A YOUNG bully has 
been ordered to pay 
his victim £150 comp¬ 
ensation. 

The teenager was with a 
young friend and Susan 
Statham, 21, at Cherry Hill, 
Ely when they picked on a 
group of King’s School 
pupils having a tea party in 
the park, Cambridge youth 
court was told. 

The 15-year-old levelled a 
kick at one of the 16-year- 
old students, smashing his 
nose. 

The bruising and 
swelling was so severe that 
confirmation of the 
fracture could not be made 
by doctors until a week 
later, Delia Matthews, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the court. 

While the victim was on 
the ground, Statham also 
put the boot in. 

The bully-boy tactics, on 
March 10, also left several 
of the other King’s School 
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students with injuries, the 
court heard. 

The 15-year-old, who 
cannot be named for legal 
reasons, lives in Ely and 
admitted charges of affray 
and assault causing actual 
bodily harm. 

In addition to the order 
to pay his victim £150 
compensation - paid by his 
mother but to be retrieved 
from his £80 a month paper- 
round cash - he also had a 
previous referral order 
extended to 12 months. 

He must also pay £100 
towards court costs. 

The court heard that the 
boy had been handed the 
first referral order for 
meting out violence to two 
other victims on two other 
occasions in March. 

The incidents followed

the death of a close 
member of his family, and 
the court was told he had 
not been in trouble with the 
law before that. 

He has since been 
“grounded” by his parents 


- apart from rugby matches 
and his paper round - and 
has had no more brushes 
with the law 

The boy, who claimed he 
had been provoked into the 
violence after being taunt¬ 
ed by the King’s School 
pupils, told the court: “I 
wish I hadn’t done it”. 

Statham, also from Ely 
and said to be “well known 
to the courts”, admitted her 
role in the incident at a 
previous hearing and was 
handed a four-month jail 
sentence, suspended for 18 
months. 

The other youth involved 
has been given an exten¬ 
sion to an already existing 
referral order. 

The teen whose nose was 
broken has suffered per¬ 
manent scarring and was 
described as being “trau¬ 
matised” by the attack and 
its consequences.

New rules mean little change 


Sir, I feel I must respond to 
the comments of several 
contributors to your letters 
page as some have 
mentioned me by name. 

I can understand the dismay 
of the people who have been 
unaware or have disregarded 
the long-standing rules of the 
East Cambs District Council 
car parks. The 23-hour rule 
has not been enforced with 
consistency, which meant 
they should have been already 
moving those cars every day, 
in fact the new rules mean 
little change. 

These Ely citizens, who are 
now complaining, have on the 
whole made a life style 
decision to live in the city 
centre and enjoy all the 
advantages. For example, it is 
great to be able to walk easily 


to the shops, bank, 
restaurants, pubs etc. 
However one of the 
disadvantages of living in the 
city centre is that houses are 
expensive to buy and rent. If 
you want to buy a drive with 
your house, in order to park 
your car, it may mean that you 
have to spend an extra 
£40,000 or £50,000. This is a 
significant sum, so most 
people who decide to live 
without a drive and garage, 
choose not to own a car, but 
to use public transport, 
bicycle, walk and hire a car 
when they need one. 

However, it seems that a 
significant number of people 
want their cake and to eat it. 
They seem to expect the 
district council to provide free 
car parking for them. Some 


say they are prepared to pay for 
the car parking, so why don’t 
they do that? There is 
advertised in the newspaper 
this week, a garage for sale at 
£8,000 - seems like a bargain 
to me. They could also find an 
owner of some parking area 
and pay them for parking the 
car. This is what the majority of 
the residents of East Cambs 
have done and made proper 
arrangements. 

I do not see the role of the 
district council or any public 
body to provide car parking for 
residents whilst they are at 
home. I feel it is an individual 
choice to own a car, and it is up 
to the individual to make their 
own arrangements for their car 
to be serviced, maintained and 
for it to be safely parked when it 
is not in use. 


However I do regard that it is 
the duty of the district council 
to encourage visitors and 
workers to come to Ely, to 
spend money or work in the 
retail or conventional 
businesses. 

I would like to remind 
everyone that these 
businesses pay a very hefty 
amount of business rates 
(which is considerably more 
than domestic rates) to the 
district council. 

These businesses deserve 
consideration, even though 
they do not have a vote. Now 
if the district council decides 
not to charge for the use of 
the car park that is another 
discussion.

Vibrant shops 
on wish list 
for city’s plan

A MASTERPLAN for 
Ely must ensure it has 
a vibrant centre and 
attracts shoppers, 
consultants have been 
told. 

The businessmen and 
women in charge of Ely’s 
shops have met URBED 
(Urban and Economic 
Development), the 
consultancy working on a 
plan for the city’s growth 
over the next 20 years to 
put before East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council. 

Will Burton, a member 
of the Ely Traders’ 
Association (ETA) and the 
City of Ely Council, 
thinks bringing in the 
right sort of big stores 
will draw in shoppers and 
help the city’s small 
shops. He also believes a 
piazza-style area in the 
centre would boost trade. 

A recent council survey 
uncovered criticism of 
the city centre among 
residents of Ely’s new 
estates. It found that 80

per cent of newcomers do 
most of their food 
shopping at Tesco on 
Angel Drove and 56 per 
cent do most of their non¬ 
food shopping in Cam¬ 
bridge. 

The need to keep Ely 
residents shopping locally 
was stressed to Dr 
Nicholas Falk of URBED 
when he met ETA 
members. 

Mr Burton said: “There 
was a discussion about 
the lack of large shops in 
the city centre and the 
lack of facilities to 
provide large shops in the 
city centre. 

“We do not know how 
that could be changed. 


The council’s rhetoric has 
always been that they 
cannot control who comes 
to the city centre. 

“But any changes must 
not come at the expense of 
the small shops. Just 
plonking a large retail 
unit on the edge of the 
city is not the be-all and 
end-all. 

“The car park at 
Waitrose is a site that 
could be developed as a 
piazza-style shopping 
area, with the car parking 
moved elsewhere.” 

Ely’s compact historic 
centre makes introducing 
a large department store, 
which many have called 
for, a difficult prospect. 

Coun Peter Moakes, 
chairman of the council 
strategic development 
committee that will look 
at URBED’s Ely Master- 
plan early next year, 
backed the idea of 
bringing a better range of 
shops to the city centre. 

He said: “It is good to 
see that the traders are 
having a significant input 
- that is what we want for 
the Masterplan. We 
foresee a major public 
consultation on it.”

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New parking restrictions 
to be phased in by council

CONTROVERSIAL new parking 
regulations for Ely begin on 
Monday 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) will phase in restrictions over the 
next three months, starting with short-stay 
car parks in the lead-up to Christmas. 

City centre residents have protested 
against plans, saying the restrictions will 
mean having to move their cars three or 
four times a day to avoid a parking ticket. 

The second phase, which starts on 
January 11, will see monitoring increased 
and warning notices issued to motorists to 
remind them of the changes. A month 
later, the full programme of restrictions 
will be in place, including a business 
permit scheme, and tickets will be issued. 

Restrictions mean parking in city centre 
car parks, which is free, will be restricted 
to 90 minutes between 8am and 10am to 
push commuters out to a new £1 million 
car park on Angel Drove. 

Coun John Seaman, chairman of EC- 
DC’s environment and transport comm¬ 
ittee, said: “Having listened to feedback 
from the public, we are keen to phase the 
new regulations in to ensure everyone 
knows what is expected of them. We urge 
those who use the public car parks to 
comply with the new regulations as far as 
is practicable during these transitional 
arrangements.We also hope that local bus¬ 
inesses will encourage their staff to reduce 
their reliance on the public car parks, by 
promoting where possible car sharing and 
alternative methods of travel.” 



Pupils visit old battlefields in Belgium 


STUDENTS and staff made a 
memorable visit to First 
World War battlefields. 

City of Ely Community 
College sent 42 pupils to 
Belgium where they visited 
reconstructed trenches and

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Wait goes on for residents 
of chemical danger estate

FAMILIES living in 
blighted homes are still 
waiting to hear if there 
will be a Government 
grant for a clean-up of 
contaminated land. 

Residents of 31 homes on 
the site of a former gasworks 
in Littleport have been un¬ 
able to sell up or switch 
mortgage lender since 2003, 
when traces of mercury and

other cancer-causing chem¬ 
icals were found in their 
gardens. 

Now the Department for 
Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs (Defra) has 
said a grant for the clean-up 
of the five homes most badly 
affected - expected to be 


£320,000 - will not be decided 
on until next month. 

East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council, which has 
committed £370,000 for the 
homes less severely affected, 
had expected a decision in 
October. 

John Alexander became 
chairman of the residents’ 
association in Old School 
Close and Ponts Hill after the 
home of his daughter, Ellen 


Falkner, was found to be one 
of the five worst hit. He said: 
“My reaction is complete 
frustration. I cannot under¬ 
stand why Defra haven’t got 
their 2008 budget yet.” 

He said many residents 
had been hit in the pocket, 
with rising interest rates 
making things worse, add¬ 
ing: “Many people have suff¬ 
ered financial hardship be¬ 
cause they have been on 


fixed-rate mortgages and 
gone on to variable mort¬ 
gages. They have had to stay 
with their existing mortgage 
lender because no one else 
will lend to them.” 

Defra said November 31 
was its deadline for funding 
bids and it had never been 
anticipated there would be a 
decision before then. She 
added: “We haven’t gone 
back on anything.”

One person dies on 
roads every five days 


SHOCKING new figures 
reveal the death toll on 
the region’s roads has 
rocketed with one person 
dying every five days. 

Last week saw three more 
lives lost in horrific car crash¬ 
es, bringing the number of 
victims to 76 already this year 

The sickening rate of fatal¬ 
ities is already above the total 
of 64 for ah of 2006. 

Pc Tony Barrios, casualty 
reduction officer for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police, said: “It’s 
an appalling loss of life. It’s 
very sad for everyone con¬ 
cerned when someone dies on 
the roads. It’s a tragedy for the 
family and friends and it’s also 
upsetting for my colleagues 
who deal with these incidents. 

“The majority of collisions 
are caused by driver error and 
it’s very rarely due to a mech¬ 
anical defect.” 

The highest annual death 
toll in recent years came in 
2000 when 81 people were 
killed. 

Lorna Jackson, from road 
safety charity Brake, has urged 
the Government to bring for¬ 
ward improvements to the A14 
- the region’s most deadly 
road. She said: “Seventy six 
deaths is an absolutely huge

number - it’s shocking to know 
people are dying every week 
like this. 

“We would urge the auth¬ 
orities to act now and put in 
place the engineering meas¬ 
ures to make the A14 and other 
deadly roads safer. How many 
more people must lose their 
lives before something is 
done?” 

A survey by a motoring web¬ 
site ranked the A14 as one of 
the UK’s worst roads, finishing 
eighth on a list of the country’s 
most accident-prone highways. 

A14 campaigner John Brid¬ 
ge, chairman of Cambridge¬ 
shire Chamber of Commerce, 
said: “The statistics for deaths 
on the region’s roads are quite 
chilling. 

“But regretfully we will con¬ 
tinue down this path and 
indeed things will get worse as 
the volume of traffic increases 
on our roads. 

“The A14 improvements 
are already five years behind 
schedule - how many more 
people will die in this period 
due to the inaction of 
authorities? 


“No-one seems to care and 
no-one is taking responsibility 
for this appalling situation.” 

A man died last Friday 
morning when he was involved 
in a three lorry pile-up on the 
A14 near Stow-Cum-Quy. The 
previous day, a 63-year-old 
woman from the Haverhill 
area died in Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital following a crash on 
the A505 in Pampisford on 
Tuesday 

Rosamund Patten, 68, a rear- 
seat passenger in the same car, 
died in the crash. 

One of the first fatalities of 
the year happened on the road 
between Queen Adelaide and 
Littleport when 72-year-old 
Janet Parisi, of Little Down- 
ham, careered into a waterway 

In March, a couple were 
killed after crashing on the 
Fordham bypass on their way 
to the airport. 

Paul Adams, 40, and Kath¬ 
ryn Dunn, 26, were described 
by friends as the “perfect 
couple”. 

Also killed that month was 
44-year-old Graham Thorby, of 
Wilburton, who died when his 
truck crashed on the A1065 
near Eriswell. 

In June, Histon librarian 
Mary Scott, 60, was killed 
when she was hit by a lorry as 


she cycled along Glebe Way 

Several others killed on the 
roads this year have been 
children and teenagers. 

Imogen Barker, 15, was 
killed on the notorious A1307 
on a dark February night as 
she was attempting to cross the 
road on her way home to 
Shudy Camps. 

Eight-year-old William Elb- 
row, from Thrapston, North- 
ants, was killed when the car 
he and his parents were 
travelling in was involved in a 
smash on the A14 near Stow- 
Cum-Quy in May 

And Charles Pleasants, 17, 
died while riding a motorbike 
in Barrington in March when 
he was hit by a car just yards 
from his home in Orwell Road. 

Pc Barrios urged drivers to 
take more care. He said: “My 
advice to drivers would be to 
read up on the Highway Code, 
if they don’t have a copy then 
they should buy one. They’re 
only £2.50 so it’s a perfect 
stocking filler for Christmas. 
You don’t see many serious 
accidents involving learner 
drivers and that’s because they 
are driving according to the 
rules of the road. I think 
motorists need to be reminded 
of the standards they learned 
when they began driving.”

Tingling or burning in the 
throat is a symptom of in¬ 
flammation of the tissues in 
the larynx, pharynx and 
tonsils. 

Uncomplicated sore 
throats usually last up to 
three days, are viral and 
don’t respond to antibiotics. 
Coughing, a symptom of 
both infections, can 
aggravate the throat and 
make it feel worse. 

HEADACHE 

All the stress of the 
preparations can provoke 
tension headaches, says Dr 
Stillman. “It’s definitely one 
of the most common ail¬ 
ments and makes life 
difficult for many people.” 

He recommends over-the- 
counter treatments contain¬ 
ing paracetamol, such as 


Panadol, which he believes is 
quite gentle on the stomach. 

COLD SORES 

Those 30 million UK 
sufferers from this 
troublesome virus know that 
cold winds, flu and tiredness 
can trigger an attack of 
painful sores on the mouth. 

Try to avoid a break-out by 
using UV protection lip 
balm. Garlic, which has anti¬ 
viral properties, taken fresh 
or in capsule form may help. 

SORE EYES 

Winter’s cool winds and 
drier air indoors can irritate 
eyes and those who wear 
contact lenses are especially 
vulnerable. 

Heaters and blazing fires 
suck moisture out of the air, 
and Dr John Hill, senior eye 
surgeon, at Optimax which 
specialises in laser eye 
surgery, says: “Using eye 
drops a few times a day can 
help ward off irritation.” 

CHILBLAINS 

Chilblains - itchy red 
swellings usually on the toes 


- are caused by the skin’s 
abnormal reaction to cold. 
Damp conditions, hormone 
imbalance, or dietary factors 
can cause them. 

Don’t scratch them and 
use soothing lotions such as 
witch hazel and calamine. If 
the skin is not broken paint 
them with a mixture of 
friar’s balsam and a weak 
solution of iodine, which a 
pharmacist can prepare. 

COLD FEET 

Warm tootsies with 
Carnation Silversocks, £5.99, 
made from pure silver fibres 
which act as a natural heat 
thermostat. They’re 
particularly recommended 
for those with poor 
circulation.

heartburn. Feeling bloated 
or uncomfortably full are 
other symptoms. 

Dr Stillman says: “Rest 
your stomach by not eating 
when you feel like this. 
There are also remedies to 
reduce stomach acid.”

Tramping round shops as 
well as broken nights 
worrying about that never- 
ending list of tasks can leave 
you tired. 

Scientists believe that 
looking at the point between 
the eyebrows slows down 
brain waves and stimulates a 
gland which produces sleep 
inducing melatonin.

“New Astley were trying to take 
away my aggressive style and 
make me more of a boxer when I’m 
naturally a fighter - it’s like trying 
to turn a pool player into a snooker 
player straight away. 

“I’ve got a style that’s suited to the 
pros and this is a good age to do it. 

“If you leave it too late, you’re 
hitting your peak and then it’s all 
over.” 

McAleese believes he is capable 
of making an impact in the 
welterweight division and has 
ambitions to win the British title.
